DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-3, 5-8 and 12-13, the prior art alone or in combination 
does not teach the limitation of an electric double layer capacitor comprising a separator 
comprises a sheet having a thickness of from 10 to 100 |jm and a porosity of from 50 to 
90%, and a netted spacer having a thickness of from 10 to 80 pm, and an opening of 
from 50 to 350 mesh, laminated one on the other. 

With respect to claims 4, 9-1 1 and 14, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of an electric double layer capacitor comprising a separator 
comprises a sheet having a thickness of from 10 to 100 pm and a porosity of from 50 to 
90%, and a spacer layer formed of particles having an average particle size of from 0.1 
to 20 pm, and having a thickness of from 10 to 80 pm and porosity of from 50 to 85%, 
laminated one on the other.
